Reason for Allowance 

2. For claim 1 and 6, prior art fails to teach exact expression in which the latency of a 
switch is defined. The closes prior art Sugano et al. (US 5,381,404) and luoras et al discloses an 
expression of latency with most/some of the claimed variables, however the exact expression is 
nor the way the formula interacts with the rest of the claim language is not taught by either 
anticipation or combination.
